NEW YORK, June 18.—A total of 568 re- 
covered dead from the wreck of the 
burned excursion steam Gen. Slocum are 
the official figures given by the authori- 
ties at the Bellevue morgue at noon. 

Of these, 521 have been identified. Thir- 
ty of those remaining were charred and 
burned beyond recognition, and 10 re- 
mained to be identified. 

Little doubt now remains that the vic- 
tims of the ill-fated Gen. Slocum were 
abandoned to their fate by the crew of\the 
steamer. Evidence brought up from the 
charred wreck by one of the divers Iindi- 
cates: 

That the Slocum’s crew made no at- 
tempt to fight the fiames. 

That no effort was made to use the 
fire horse which formed a part of the 
steamer’s equipment. 

That the crew were apparently igno- 
rant of their duty in such an emergen- 
cy, not having been imstructed in fire

Diver John M. Rice, acting under orders 


from Coroner O'Gorman, secured the evi- 
dence that indicates the lack of discipline 
on the Gen. Slocum and the amazing fail- 
ure of the crew to use the steamer's fire 


hose. 

(rom the hull of the charred wreck Rice 
brougist up a secuon of standpipe, 12 fect 
long, with nozzle eacan end and all in 
pertect condition. But the wheel valve, 
that opens and shuts the pipe, was last 
closed. More than that, this valve was held 
in position to render the pipe totally use- 
less by the rust of years’ disuse. 

Rice's second find was another section of 
standpipe nozzieless and tightly capped 
with brass. As in the case of the ciosed 
valve, the brass cap was gripped by ne 
accumulated rust, showing that it, too, ha 
not been used. As a result of the jinding 
ot these standpinpes in muck. Coroner 
O'Gorman is confident that the responsibil- 

ity for the appgiling disaster would be 

fixed and that the guilty would be brought 
to punishimeni.

“During these months the demon of spec- 
ulation has had me in its grasp, and I am 
as powerless to resist it as a drunkard his 
dram or gambler his game.

Fact That Wife Had to Support Him 
by Washing Goaded Him to 
the Deed. 


Fred Hoffmann, 52 years old, contem- 
plated suicide for six months and carried a 
revolver constantly all of that time for 
that purpose, but he wavered until Satur- 
day morning. Then he fired two bullets 
into his breast and died in the arms of 
his wife. 

He killed himself at his home, 198 Chero- 
kee street, because he was too sick to work 
and could not bear the thought of his wife 
having to support him. | 

For six years the health of Hoffmann had 
been growing worse. Up to two years ago 
he was able to work and support his fam- 
ily. Then he became helpless and his wife 
had to support the family by doing washing 
and scrubbing. 

T'wo days after Christmas Hoffmann pur- 
chased a revolver, and had kept it about 
him ever since. He told his wife that he 
would kill himself because she had to 
Support him. She often tried .to get the 
se away from him, but he as often 

t. 

Friday evenings Mrs. Hoffmann gave her 
husband the last dollar she had to go to 
a doctor. As he took it he said it wasn't 
right for him to take the money which 
she had earned and give it to the doctors, 
because he felt that they could not do 


him any good. 

Saturday morning Mrs. Hoffman arose 
first. Her husband persuaded her to 
back to red and rest a while longer. 
said he would put the coffee on and attend 
to other things. 

Mrs. Hoffmamn laid down again, Her 
husband did not put the coffee on, but he 
awoke a roomer in another room, and after 
this man, whose name is Horn, had gone 
to his work Hoffmann sat down in a rock- 
ing chair, and, holding the revolver at his 
breast, pulled the trigger twice. 

Both bullets entered just below the heart. 
His wife heard the shots and rushed into 
the room. Her husband was falling out of 
the chair. She caught him and he ded in 
her arms.

The Intramural Railroad is the great 
puzzle of the Fair. It catches many dimes 
from the unwary and helps fill the Ex- 
position coffers. 

The puzzle lies in the fact that it Goes 
not make a complete circuit of the grounds, 
All it lacks is the width of the Plaza 
of St. Louis, but this is enough to pre- 
vent the cars from going clear around. 
When they reach the plaza, whether on 
the east or west side, they are turned 
around and started on a return trip. 

This arrangement makes it often neces- 
Sary to take a six-mile ride to reach a 
point only one mile distant and strangers 
cannot understant it. 

For instance, persons desiring to reach 
the Inside Inn from the Pike are com- 
pelled to meke an almost complete cir- 
cuit of the grounds, a distance of seven 
miles, whereas if the cars crossed the 
Plaza of St. os ies. the ride would only be 


_ 


x 
a mile and would take about six minutes. 

The same is true for a person who wants 
to go from the Palace of Liberal Arts 
to the Administration building. 

Numerous complaints have been made of 
the system. In spite of the warnings 
which conductors give that the cars do 
not make a complete circuit, passengers 
frequently take the car which seems to 
them to be going direct toward the point 
they want to reach, only to learn that it 
is soon to turn around and that they must 
get off, walk .across the Plaza of St. 
Louis and take another car, on which they 
must pay a second 10-cent fare. 

Exposition officials explain that the in- 
tramural does not run across the Plaza 
of St. Louls and thus make a complete 
circuit of the grounds because it would 
spoil the Srey of the plaza. 

The trouble is chiefly with passengers 
boarding the cars at stations 2, 3 and 4 and 
14, 15 and 16. Stations 1 and 17 are the 
two termini on the intramural. They are 
on opposite sides of the Plaza of St. 
Louis, one block apart and the cars run 
‘from one to the other, making an entire 
circuit of the grounds. 

When the northbound cars pass stations 


'14, 15 and 16 conductors explain that sta- 
| tion 1 
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desiring to reaech points on the Pike or 
near the Administration, Transportation 
or /Varied Industries buildings in their 
hurry disregard the conductors and beard 
the cars, only to find after paying their 
fares that they will not be carried witiina 
a mile of their destination unless they take 
another car and pay another 10-cent fare. 

Likewise passengers by the hundred take 
eastbound cars at stations 2, 3 and 4 
Cause they are going in the direction of 
the state buildings. the government build- 
ing and the Inside Inn, and afterward 
learn that the cars stop at station 1 and 
they must pay another fare to reach the 
desized point. 

The chief trouble is with persons leav- 
ing the Pike at night to reach the Inn 
and other points in the southeast part of 
the rounds. They rush for the east- 
bound cars at stations 2 and 3, whereas 
they can reach their destination only _by 
taking a westbound car and making ‘the 
circuit of the grounds. 

Second only to this difficulty is that 
experienced by persons wanting to go from 
points in or near the Plaza of Orleans to 
the Administration building. If the in- 
tramural cars crossed the Plaza of 8t.

Declaring he wished to vindicate Building 
Commissioner G. U. Heimburger, of whom 
there are rumors of complaints, and in 
whom he stated he had the utmost confi- 
dence, Delegate Fontana introduced a res- 
olution in the House of Delegates at Fri- 
day night's meeting, providing for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of three to in- 
vestigate the office of the building com- 
missioner.

When 
the mayor first saw these he raised a vigor- 
ous kick, and searched the laws for some 
ground on which he could revoke the per- 
mits, but there was nothing he could do.

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A FAILURE OF THE BALLOT, 

The often-repeated saying that the remedy for public wrongs 
is to be sought in the ballot box has been falsified in Colo- 
rado. 

The legislature of that state passed an eight-hour law, which 
was at once carried up to the supreme court and pronounced 
unconstitutional. Then a constitutional amendment was pro- 
posed, making an eight-hour day and explicitly directing the 
legislature to enact a statute to make it effective.

Dr. J. H. Simon has*issued a solemn official order forbidding 
employes of the Health Department to doc the doctors. 

“It is an abomination to all physicians and surgeons,” says 
the doctor, “and is calculated to create lack of confidence and 
respeet on the part of patients in the doctor who permits him- 
self to be so addressed.” 

There i§ something in this; but a physician beyond the pos- 
ling stage who has not enough unforced personal dignity to 
repel such vulgar familiarity without effort is himself lacking 
in some of the qualities which command respect.

There is no more healthy signs of the 
times than those which point to the revival 
of wheeling or the use of the bicycle as 
a means of outdoor recreation or tran- 
sportation, apart from the trolley and 
train.

Home Products.

OTTAWA, Ont., June ¥.—A unique and 
probably the most important feature in the 
tariff changes as announced in the Cana- 
dian budget speech, was that of a provision 
to prevent the unloading, by foreign manu- 
facturers, of their surplus products upon 
this country at slaughter prices. This new 
regulation is intended to be a special 
weapon to the Canadian manufacturer fvt 
use against the American doing business in 
Canada and to afford high protection to 
Canadian industrial interests. 

It has long been a complaint of the 


Canadian manufacturer that his America» 
competitor is engaged in the endeavor to 
Capture the trade of the Dominion and to 
erect monopolies in each particular line of 
his production. However fantastic this idea 
may apear, nevertheless the finance,minis- 
ter, in his budget, says that nine-tenths of 
the complaints from the Candian prouucers 
against the present tariff and the persist- 
eut and ever-increasing demand for greater 
protecion arose from his belief. 

ihe goverument now. proposes to meet 
these demands by imposing a special duty 
upon “dumped” goods, when there is found 
evidence sufficient to support any charge 
laid before the customs department. Thus, 
if an American concern attempts to un- 
load its goods upon Canada at a lower 
figure than their fair market value in the 
United States when there produced then 
in addition to the ordinary tariff duty upon 
such market value a special duty of 15 per 
cent will be levied upon the undervaluation 
found to have been made. But the duty 
and suttax shall not exceed 50 per cent ad 
valorem of the market value. 

Although the established policy of the 
Government is against a high protective 
tariff this new regulation is cunningly de- 
signed to afford adequate protection to a 
large proportion of the Canadian trade in- 
dustry as against the American producer, 
and also to satisfy the demand for more 
protection. It has likewise spread dismay 
among the Conservatives, whose policy is 
high protection.
